An Ordinance to R egulate the U se of 
S treets, A venues and A lleys w ithin the 
C ity of Brainerd by V ehicles, and Im ­ 
p osin g a Tax or Pee for Such U se. 
The City Council of the City of Brain- 
era do ort la in as follows:- 
Section I. 
Ft shall be unlawful for I 
any person, llrm or corporation to use 
or cause or perm it any of Ills or its 
agents or employes to use, any vehicle 
in the transportation of persons or prop­ 
erty upon the streets, avenue or alleys 
of the city, unless such vehicle be li­ 
censed as hereinafter provided. 
Provid­ 
ed. that this ordinance shall not apply to 
steam or street railway cars. 
Section 2. 
Any person, firm or cor- ‘ 
poration desiring a license for any such I 
vehicle shall make and file an applica­ 
tion with the City Clerk, setting forth 
the name and address of the applicant, a 
description of the vehicle for which the 
license is desired, the place where such I 
vehicle is to be kept when not in use, 
and such other information as may be 
required in order to determine the class 
or style of vehicle so licensed. 
Said applicant shall pay to the T reas­ 
urer of the City of Brainerd, the amount 
of the fee named in Section Three here­ 
of, and upon presentation of the receipt 
Of the T reasurer therefor, the City Clerk 
shall issue or cause to be Issued to said 
applicant a license authorizing the use 
of such vehicle within the city until 
the expiration of such license. 
Section 3. 
T hat the license fee to he 
paid by said applicant to the City T reas­ 
urer shall be as follows: 
Class A—One horse vehicles, $1.00. 
Class B —Two horse or three horse ve­ 
hicles, $2.00. 
Class C— Four horse vehicles, $4.00. 
Class I)— More than four horse ve­ 
hicles, $5.00. 
Class IO— Automobiles, $5.00. 
Class F — Motorcycles. $3.00. 
.Section 4. 
T hat upon the issuance of 
said license, the City Clerk shall deliver 
to the applicant a metal plate, bearing 
a number and the year for which such 
license is issued; and it shall be the duty 
of such applicant to affix such plate In 
a conspicuous place upon the front or 
right side of such vehicle, or upon the 
right side of the horse drawing such ve­ 
hicle; or if such vehicle be a motor­ 
cycle or bicycle or tricycle, upon the rear 
mud guard thereof where It can readily 
bo seen; and it shall he unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to use 
or to cause or perm it any agent or em ­ 
ploye to use any such vehicle, although 
duly licensed, upon the streets, avenues 
or alleys of the city, unless such plate 
is affixed aa provided above; provided, 
that it shall not he necessary for any 
vehicle to have the aforesaid metal plate 
affixed as aforesaid except when actual­ 
ly in use upon tile streets, avenues or 
alleys of the city. 
Provided, however, that if any m anu­ 
facturer of or dealer in any of the motor 
vehicles mentioned 
in 
this ordinance 
shall make application to the City Clerk 
and shall state therein, under oath, that 
he is such m anufacturer or dealer, with­ 
in the city, and th at he desired a license 
plate to be used by such dealer or his 
employes, and that he will use such li­ 
cense plate only for automobiles owned 
by such dealer, the City Clerk shall, up­ 
on the payment by such applicant of the 
license fee in Class K., and tine Dollar 
($1.00) for each metal plate to he placed 
on all automobiles used or driven by 
such dealer, to the City T reasurer by 
such m anufacturer or dealer deliver to 
such license a distinctive license plate 
" itll a number thereon, which may he a t­ 
tached to or borne by any such motor 
vehicle while being operated upon the 
streets of the city, and when any such 
vehicle is in use and carries such li­ 
cense plate, no other license shall be 
collected under this ordinance, and no 
other licence plate need be affixed to 
such vehicle. 
Section 5. 
All the license fees paid 
to the City T reasurer under this ordin­ 
ance shall be paid by 
him 
into 
the 
Street Maintenance and Repair Fund,” 
and shall he paid out of sucli fund sole­ 
ly for the purpose of repairing and main­ 
taining the streets of said city upon 
duly verified bills allowed by the Coun­ 
cil. 
Provided further, that the provi­ 
sions of this ordinance shall not apply 
to transient vehicles coming into, thru, 
or out of the city, when tile owner or 
driver thereof shall not have a lixed 
place of business or habitation for at 
least four consecutive weeks within the 
corporate limits of said City.
